July I Mr. Roosevelt asked an ap­ 
propriation of $788,929,519 for the 
agriculture department. The com­ 
mittee 
trimmed 
this by $129,- 
530,263, chiefly by slashing $72.- 
678,812 from the surplus commod­ 
ity disposal item and $47,975,000 
asked for the 1937 sugar act. 
These and various 
small 
cuts 
added up to the largest reduction 
made in any single major appro­ 
priation measure by the commit­ 
tee this session -despite the fact 
that sentiment for farm spending) 
frequently is stronger than that 
for any other type of expenditure. 
<Congressional leaders characterize 
a farm appropriation as the tough­ 
est test of an economy movement 
in congress. 
Asserting that no appropriation 
ran ever be said to be wholly ade­ 
quate, the committee said in its 
report to the house: 
“The current status of federal 
finances has imposed a necessity 
for retrenchment and the commit 
lee has endeavored to apply the 
cuts in this bill where they would 
be the least harmful to the public 
interest.’’ 
The committee said it had been 
advised that 1he regular fund for 
disposal of surplus commodities— 
30 per cent of all tariff receipts— 
would amount to about $100,000,- 
(XX) in 19*11, or about $7,500,000 
more than was available this year.

Mayor lleisclman announced today that he had sent a com­ 
munication to the city water board, calling attention to the im­ 
mense quantity of water which is boing consumed in Kingston as 
compared with our sister cities of Poughkeepsie arid Newburgh. 
It seems that the city is using as much water each day now as we 
do in July, when tile water is being used for fountains, pools, street 
flushing, wading pools, sprinkling and when more household w ater 
is used for bathing and washing purposes. 
Kingston is now using about 4.157,000 gallons of water per day, 
while Newburgh is using only 2,800,000 gallons and Poughkeepsie 
4,200,000 gallons. 
The Mayor has prepared the following table which shows how 
much water is tieing used lier jicrson jkt day in the following 
cities and the village of Port Ewen:

Newburgh and Poughkeepsie are completely metered, while in 
Kingston water meters are installed only in industrial and com­ 
mercial establishments. It is understood that almost half the water 
used in Kingston is used during the night hours, which indicates 
that there are important leaks somewhere or else householders are 
letting the water supply run all night.

Captured Rod prisoners in Finland, talking j 
to American correspondents, throxv some 
light on the army that notched casually in to 
conquer Finland and made such a tragic 
i>otch of it. The “army of occupation” seems 
to have consisti*d largely of men .’IO to 40 
years old, xx itll little training and |>oor equip­ 
ment.

They said Lewis’ third-term pes­ 
simism did not preclude a retu rn 
to the Roosevelt fold. 
Lewis, they 
fem inine emphasized, 
qualified his prodic- 
tion by saying Roosevelt would he 
defeated under present conditions. 
The 
situation 
has 
confused 
many Lewis followers. They w ant 
to rem ain loyal to him, yet they 
say they can't disregard the P res­ 
ident s contributions to labor. 
"W hy. we 
might 
not even be 
here a t this convention w ere it not 
for the 
President's 
help to our 
union." one delegate exclaimed. 
The confusion has been increas­ 
ed by the third-term endorsem ents 
by pow erful CIO unions, such as 
the A m algam ated Clothing W ork­ 
ers of America.
